PLOYMENT DURING FEBRUARY. 


st the ond of February, the number of persons employed (2,514,600) 
was greater by 19,000 (0.8 per cent) than in January, 1950. The number of males in 
employment roso by 12,700 to 1,834,600 and the number of fomales by 6,300 to 680,000.

CHANGHS IN INDUSTRIAL GROUPS 


The largest increases during February in number of males omployed 
occurred in factories, where the risc was 4,900 during the month to a total of 647,600; 
in building and construction whore tho rise was 3,500 to a total of 193,100; and in 
transport and communication where the rise was 2,200 to a total of 287,400. Practically 
all other groups increasod slightly. 

The largest incrcéasos in number of fomales omployed occurrod in 
factories where the rise was 4,200 to a total of 221,700, and in professional and 
personal seorvicos whore 4 riso of 1,400 to a total of 208,500 was mainly in oducation. 
All other groups remained the same or increased slightly. 


#&CTORY BMPLOYNENT 


The number of porsons employed in factories roso during February 
by 9,100 (or 1.1 por cont) to a total of 869,300. 


Tho main increase in males omployed occurred in tho motals, 
m&chines, vehicles, etc., class where the rise was 3,200. Most other classes showod 
Blight increases to mako up the total malo incroase of 4,900. 


Tho main incroasos in fomalos omployed occurred in toxtilos (incl. 
Knitted goods) = a rise of 600; in clothing - a rise of 1,500; and in food, drink and 
tobacco = & rise of 1,100. As with male factory employment, most other classes showed 
slight incroases. 


GOVERNMANT EiPLOYMENT. 

The number of porsons smploycd by Comuonwoalth, Stato and Local 
and Séli-govorniiont authorities on servicos such as reilways, trauways, tho post office, 
Sducation, police, puodlic works, etc., and as administrative employees rose during 
Pebruary by 4,700 and reached 650,100 (an increaso of 0.7 por cent). 

Employees of Commonwealth authorities increased by 800; of State 
&nd Semi-Governmont authoritics by 3,100; and of Local euthorities by 800, 

Tho main incroesos in numbers of males omployed by such authoritios 
°CCurred in building and construction and in cducation, Whilst practically all tho 
Ancroaso in fomalos omployed occurred in education. 
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
